G.S.R 532 (E).- — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 87 of the Punjab Re-organisation Act, 1 966 (3 1 of 
1966), the Central Government hereby extends to the Union Territory of Chandigarh, the Punjab Courts (Amendment) Act. 
1995 (Punjab Act No. 16 of 1995) as in force in the State of Punjab at the date of this notification, subject to the following 
modifications, namely :— 

MODIFICATIONS 

1. In section, 2, for the words and figures “the Punjab Courts Act, 1918”, the words and figures “the Punjab Courts Act, 
1918 as in force in the Union Territory of Chandigarh”shall be substituted. 

2. In section 3, for the words and figures “the Provincial Small Cause Courts Act, 1887”, the words and figures “the 
Provincial Small Cause Courts Act, 1887 as in force in the Union territory of Chandigarh” shall be substituted. 


ANNEXURE 

THE PUNJAB COURTS (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1995 (PUNJAB ACT NO. 16 OF 1995) AS EXTENDED TO 
THE UNION TERRITORY OF CHANDIGARH. 

An Act to amend the Punjab Courts Act, 1918. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Punjab in the Forty Sixth Year of the Republic of India, 

1 . Short title and commencement:—- (1) This Act may be called the Punjab Courts (Amendment) Act, 1995. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Punjab Courts Act, 1918 as in force in the Union Territory of Chandigarh (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), for the words “Subordinate Judge” and “Subordinate Judges” whereever occurring, the words “Civil 
Judge (Senior Division)” and ''Civil Judge (Junior Division)" and “Civil Judges (Senior Division)” and “Civil 
Judges (Junior Division)” shall respectively, be substituted. 

3 Substitution of section 18 of Punjab Act 6 of 1918:— In the principal Act, for section 18, the following section 

shall be substituted, namely:— 

" 18 Classes of Courts.—Besides the Courts of Small Causes established under the Provincial Small Cause Courts 
Act, 1887 as in force in the Union Territory of Chandigarh, and the Courts established under any other enactment 
for the time being in force, there shall be the following classes of Civil Courts, namely ;— 

(1) The Court of District Judge; 

(2) The Court of Additional District Judge; 

(3) the Court of Civil Judge (Senior Division); 
and 

(4) The Court of Civil Judge (Junior Division).”.
